Bernard Ruiz, shot on April 21, died 
last night at the santa Ana Hospital 
as the result of his injuries. 
William 
E. Wheeler, who shot Ruiz, was given 
a preliminary examination about a 
month ago, on a charge 
of 
assault 
with a deadly weapon with intent to 
commit murder, and the case against 
him was dismissed. 
The shooting occurred at Los Ala­ 
mitos. Ruiz had been run out of Ana­ 
heim by officers of that city. He had 
been at Los 
Alamitos 
about 
two 
weeks when Sunday, April 21, arrived. 
Wheeler, an employe of the sugar fac­ 
tory, and Harry Gallagher of Norwalk, 
gave Ruiz fifty cents with which to go 
to a blind pig and buy a bottle of beer 
for them. Ruiz got the beer and drank 
it, and then started 
to 
row 
with 
Wheeler, telling him that if Wheeler 
did not like it to fight. Wheeler and 
Gallagher left the place. 
They were 
followed by Ruiz and a crowd of Span­ 
ish friends, spoiling for a fist-light, 
Ruiz having posed somewhat as an 
able boxer and fighter. 
Ruiz again tried to pick a fight, but 
Wheeler and Gallagher got away and 
walked a half-block away. They were 
followed by Ruiz, and two or three 
others at a distance. Oscar and Emer­ 
son Smith, boys, stood on a porch not 
ten feet away, and saw the whole af­ 
fair. They say Ruiz shoved or struck 
Wheeler, and then backed off. Wheel­ 
er said Ruiz made as though to draw 
a revolver, and Wheeler 
jerked out 
his revolver and shot. 
He

he 
would not have 
snot 
had 
he 
not 
thought his life was in danger. 
Ruiz 
threw up his hands, and 
cried out: 
“No more; no more.” 
Wheeler turn­ 
ed the man over to Marshall Ramsey, 
who lived across the street, and went 
to a hotel and remained until officers 
arrived. 
Ruiz was shot in the abdomen. The 
intestines were 
perforated 
seven 
times. On the first operation the bul­ 
let was not discovered. It was locat­ 
ed later by X-ray and was 
removed 
from near the spine. 
Ruiz has been 
failing recently, and last 
night 
he 
died. 
Coroner Winbigler expects to hold 
an Inquest this afternoon, and on his 
request Sheriff Ruddock sent Deputy 
Sheriff Squires to I^os Alamitos to get 
Wheeler, who is thought to be there.

bottling station to be built in Stanton. 
The meeting was opened by Mr. R. 
Holtby Myers, who spoke of the ad­ 
vantages of a cooling and bottling sta­ 
tion and of the absolute necessity of 
the farmers co-operation and the great 
effect it would have on the price of 
milk to the farmers. 
He suggested 
the lots near the lumber yard as being 
the most suitable place for a station, 
and offered the lot at half price, this 
being his donation to the organiza­ 
tion to show his good will and hearty

said Mrs. Watson. “They are eating 
up the profit-on our milk. 
We send 
our milk to Los Angeles, pay a freight 
rate of about 17 cents per >can, and 
the cans average about 80 lbs., then 
we receive not over 5 cents and most 
of us get less than 4 cents per quart, 
the milk is then tattled and sold In 
Los Angeles at lf and 15 
cents 
a 
quart, they are making more on the 
milk than the farm er and dairymen 
get for i£ 
Then the city ordinance 
states that the milk must test 3.50 
per cent and the farmers tell us that 
the milk never tests below 4.50 per 
cent and up as high as 7 per cent. 
Why la it that the Los Angeles Cream­ 
ery has a case pending now for sell­ 
ing milk that tested below 3.50 per 
cent? 
It Is very plain that the milk 
is separated . and the bulk 
of 
the 
cream made Into butter which is put 
in cold storage and held for a high 
price. Another rake off for Hie cream­ 
eries. 
“I want to bring my cows out 
to Stanton/’ said Mrs. Watson, but 
unless we can co-operate and build 
this cooling and bottling station. I can't 
think of doing Ouch a thing, as I posi­ 
tively will' not send my milk to Los 
Angeles and let the middlemen get 
all the profit, and take whatever they 
are willing to pay me for the milk. If 
the Crescent and Los Angeles Cream­ 
eries can take this milk when they 
have to pay 4 or 5 cents per quart, 
and get rich off of it, why can’t we do 
the same or at least do better than 
we are now doing. There is absolute­ 
ly no opening today as profitable as 
the dairy business if It is managed 
in the right Way. We could co-oper­ 
ate and build this station in Stanton 
and of course that would mean the 
building of a small ice plant too; then 
we could have the milk brought in 
from all the stations along the Pacific, 
Electric line, cool the milk and bottle 
it, have our own electric or gasoline 
truck ready to take it right lo to Los 
Angeles where we could have 
our 
milk wagons ready to receive it and 
distribute it to the different parts of 
the city. Mr. Patterson spoke of the 
possibility of finding ready sale for 
the milk. 
Mrs. Watson says, “that 
is the easiest thing about it. I know 
positively that we could sell every 
quart of milk we could send, at 12 
and 15 cents per quart. 
The supply 
of milk in Los Angeles is not nearly 
sufficient to meet the demand, people 
are begging the milk men for extra 
milk every day.” 
Mr. Brlssel! said, “lf I could get 8 
cents or even 6 cents clear profit for 
my milk I would feel satisfied.’’ Mrs. 
Watson says, “if we will co-operate 
and form an organisation of some kind 
I will guarantee you a clear profit <5f 
8 cents and possibly more.” 
Mr. M. L. Wicks, a noted corpora­ 
tion lawyer of Los Angeles, who came 
down for the meeting; drew up a plan 
for the organisation, something to the 
effect that they would organize with a 
*25,000 capital, have 250. loo shares. 
Mrs. Watson says that she is going to 
take this paper around to all the far­ 
mers and dairy glen and get their help 
and co-operation. 
Mrs. Watson asked the farmers and 
dairymen or Stanton to decide when 
they would have another meeting. She 
hopes to get everything In readiness 
to begin on the buildings at once, n 
the farmers and dairymen will coop­ 
erate.

States won yesterday the internation­ 
al army rifle shooting team competi­ 
tion at the Olympic

grand aggregate score of 1688. 
A. P. Lane, representing the United 
States, won the dual shooting individ­ 
ual competition at the distance 
of 
thirty meters with a score of 287, Pa­ 
ten of Sweden was second with 286, 
and Vouholat, another Swedish entry, 
finished third with 284. John Diet of 
the United States finished in fourtfi 
place with a score of 282. 
In the third 
stage, distance 
500 
meters, of 
the 
international 
team 
championship for army rifle shooting, 
the United States team was first with 
a score of 424. 
Great Britain and 
South Africa were tied 
for 
second 
honors with 390 and Sweden finished 
fourth with a score of 284. 
The arms used in the competition 
are the national military weapons of 
each country, according to the latest 
adopted models, without any altera­ 
tion or addition. 
The team representing the 
United 
States also headed the list in today’s 
stage of the clay-bird shooting compe­ 
tition. The best results were: United 
States, 108 hits; Germany. 
107, and 
Great Britain, 104.

FARMERS 


There Is a m ovement at W ashing­ 
ton, headed by Senator Gronna, of 
N orth Dakota, to aid farm ers to se­ 
cure loans at low ra te s of interest, 
Vi ti’ their crops as security. 
Senator 
G ronna’S idea is to authorize 
the 
president to appoint a commission of 
th ree to “investigate the operations 
of co-operative land m ortgage banks 
and of co-operative ru ral 
credit 
un­ 
ions ii. other countries.” 
The com­ 
mission is to report w ithin a year to 
congress, and to recom m end how the 
system s of land m ortgage hanks and 
ru ral credit unions, which have proved 
so successful abroad, 
may 
be 
best 
adapted to the needs 
and 
require­ 
m ents of the people of 
the 
United 
States. 
Continental Europe is well acquaint­ 
ed with the scheme. P erh ap s the best 
known institutions for 
the 
purpose 
are the Credit F o n d e r of F rance and * 
tin 
Landschat’ten of Germany. 
The I 
Credit Foncier is a limited liability 
company, operated under the super-j 
vision of the French government, for 
the purpose of lending money to pub­ 
lic service corporations, communities, 
counties and to land owners, and to 
create and negotiate bonds based on 
mortgages, which are limited to the 
am ount due from the lender. 
In oth­ 
e r words, the credit F’oncier acts as 
an agent for the F rench farmer, so 
th a t instead of seeking to raise money 
directly from some local investor by 
m ortgaging his 
farm, 
the 
farmer 
places his mortgage with the Credit 
Foncier, which in tu rn issues a bond 
based upon that m ortgage, and this 
bond can be sold anyw here through­ 
out the country. 
In Germany practically the 
same 
system prevails in what are known as 
“ L,andschaften.” 
These are societies 
of farmers with power to issue bonds 
based on mortgages held by the asso­ 
ciation. These bonds are guaranteed 
by every member of the society. With 
this guarantee these bonds find ready 
sale in any bank in the empire, and 
are bought by investors or every class. 
There isn’t any reason to 
d o u b t! 
th at such a system would be success-! 
ful iii this country and fully as valu­ 
able as it is abroad. 
It should be in­ 
troduced here and the link provided 
for the farmer lo get his offers before 
th e general investor, then plenty

Have the people the pow­ 
er, and have they the sense to use it 
and say now, that no man shall sit 
aa an executor or a maker of law* 
who baa not been honestly elected. 
Whenever a man la submitted a* a 
candidate for the highest office In this 
Nation, who has not been

that 
moment 
they 
cease to have respect for the execu­ 
tive department of this Government.

I care nothing about the political 
part—the question is, Who has the 
right on his side? That is Infinitely 
more important than any personal or 
party question. My doctrine is that 
a majority of the people should con­ 
trol, that we have In this country a 
Sovereign and that Sovereign is the 
legally expressed will of the people; 
so that any man that enables or casts 
a fraudulent vote Is a tipitor to that 
Sovereign; any man that knowingly 
counts an illegal vote la a traitor to 
that Sovereign, and la not fit to be 
a citizen of this great republic. Any 
man who fraudulently throws out a 
vote, knowing it to be a legal vote, 
tampers with the source of power, and 
la, in fact, false to our institutions. 
Now, these are the questions to bo 
decided. It is a matter that concerns 
the whole world. We have got to lay 
down a stringent rule that shall ap­ 
ply to these cases.

such a thing as political morality, so 
far as voting is concerned.
